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Founded  upon  and  adopting  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
first  article  of  the  amendments  as  key-note 
of  Government  i.e.,  "Congress  shall  make  no 
law 'respecting  an  establishment  of  religion 
or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof,  or 
abridging  the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the 
press,  or  the  right  of  the  people  peacably  to 
assemble,  and  to  petition  the  Government 
for  a  redress  of  grievances." 

Thus  realizing  the  hope  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln, **Where  all  nations  of  the  earth  will 
assemble  together  under  one  flag,  worshiping 
a  common  God  and  they  will  celebrate  the 
resurrection   of  human  freedom." 

Sane  people  throughout  the  world  are  hop- 
ing for  the  time  when  the  nations  will 
unite  in  doing  away  with  war  and  estab- 
lishing world  peace  but  that  cannot  be 
until  the  nations  first  adopt  a  common  code 
of  laws  to  govern,  as  did  the  thirteen  orig- 
inal American  nations,  or  Colonies  as  they 
were  called.  They  adopted  the  United  States 
Constitution  which  gave  each  State  the  right 
to  frame  and  execute  its  own  laws,  but  not 
conflicting  with  the  Constitution  of  the 
United   States. 

Other  nations,  or  Territories  as  they  were 
called,  were  admitted  into  this  Union,  until 
now  we  have,  as  Arthur  Brisbane  so  aptly 
expresses     it,     "48     nations     united     in     one 


union." 


The  United  States  Constitution  was  put 
to  the  severest  test  during  Abraham  Lin- 
coln's administration,  when  it  proved  its  fair- 


ness  and  strength  in  preserving  the  Union 
throughout  a  mighty  rebellion,  started 
and  supported  by  the  theories,  the  suprem- 
acy of  State  Rights  and  the  supremacy  of 
the  white  race,  but  proving  in  the  end,  the 
supremacy  of  the  United  States  Constitution 
and  equal  rights  for  all  men  regardless  of 
nat'onality  or  color. 

England's  greatest  statesman,  the  late 
Wm.  E.  Gladstone,  said  that  the  United  States 
Constitution  was  ''the  greatest  civil  docu- 
ment ever  written  by  man."  That  being  true 
then  England,  Liberia,  China  or  any  other 
nation  could  profitably  be  admitted  into  this 
Union  as  were  the  other  35  nations,  or  Ter- 
ritories as  they  were  called. 


To    Illustrate 


Russia  would  subdivide  her  nation,  having 
Senatorial  and  Assembly  districts  and  vot- 
ing precincts  similar  to  that  of  the  United 
States,  said  territories  applying  and  being 
admitted  into  the  Union  as  were  the  Ameri- 
can teritories  giving  all  equal  representa- 
tion. 

To  familarize  the  reader  with  the  opera- 
tion of  the  United  States  Government  the 
following  questions  and  answers  are  pro- 
posed:

1 — Question.  What  is  our  form  of  gov- 
ernment? 

Answ^er.  A  Republican  form  of  govern- 
ment. 

2 — Q.  Who  is  the  ruler  of  the  United 
States? 

A,      The   people. 

3 — Q.  What  is  the  h'ghest  law  in  the 
United   States? 

A.      The  Constitution. 

4 — Q.  Have  you  ever  read  the  Constitu- 
tion? 

A.      I  have. 

5 — Q.  By  whom  was  the  Constitution 
made? 

A.  A  Constitutional  Congress  was 
called  in  1787  after  the  war  of  the  Revolu- 
tion had  been  concluded,  a  war  that  took 
place  between  the  13  original  colonies  of 
the  United  States  and  the  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain,  in  which  the  original  thirteen  United 
Colonies  gained  their  independence  from 
Great  Britain.  This  made  a  Constitution 
that   was    accepted    by   these    colonies. 

6 — Q.  Has  the  Constitution  ever  been 
amended? 

A.  It  has.  Nineteen  amendments  have 
been  made  to  the  Constitution.  To  amend 
the  Constitution  the  amendment  must  be 
passed  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  both 
houses  of  Congress,  and  must  then  be  rati- 
fied by  three-fourths  of  the  existmg  States 
of  the  United  Etates. 

7 — Q.      How  do  the  people  Rule? 

A.  Nationally  through  their  representa- 
tives elected  by  the  votes  of  the  people.  In 
States  by  electing  representatives  to  a  legis- 
lature to  make  the  laws  and  electing  Judges, 


Governors  and  other  officials  by  their  votes, 
or  ballots.  Also  in  some  States  by  adopting 
laws  diiect,  through  petitions  proposing  laws 
and  the  "adoption  of  such  laws  at  elections 
called  for  that  purpose.  (See  Initiative  and 
Referendum) . 

8 — Q.      Do  all  the  people  Vote? 

A. — All  persons  who  are  citizens  over  21 
years  of  age  can  vote,  but  they  must  register, 
that  is  qual  f y  beforehand  with  the  Register 
of  Voters,  by  voting  precincts  to  guard 
against  fraud  at  the  time  of  election. 

9 — Q.      Do  Women  vote? 

A.  Yes,  since  adoption  of  the  Nineteenth 
Amendment  to  U.   S.   Constitution. 

10 — Q.      How  is  the   Government  divided? 

A.  The  Government  is  divided  into  three 
parts,  the  Legislative  or  Congress,  the  Exec- 
utive or  President  and  the  Judicial,  the 
United  States  Courts. 

11 — Q.  How  are  the  general  laws  of  the 
United  States  made? 

A.      By  Congress. 

12. — Where    does    Congress    meet? 

A.      At   Washington. 

13 — Q.      What  laws  can  Congress  make? 

A.  Only  laws  that  are  not  in  conflict  with 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  tSates. 

14 — Q.      How    is    Congress    constituted? 

A,  Congress  is  composed  of  two  houses 
— the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives. 

15 — What  are  the  members  of  the  Senate 
and   the   House   of   Representatives   called? 

A.      Senators  and   Congressmen. 

16 — Q.      How  are  the  Senators  elected? 

A.  Each  State  has  two  Senators  and  they 
are  elected  by  the  People  of  each  State,  di- 
rectly. 

17 — Q.  How  are  the  Congressmen 
elected? 

A.  Each  State  has  the  number  of  Con- 
gressmen proportionate  to  its  population, 
each  State  being  divided  into  the  number  of 


Congressional  Districts  to  which  its  popula- 
tion entitles  it,  and  each  District  elects  a 
Congressman    by    vote    of    the    people. 

18 — Q.     How  long  do  Senators  serve? 

A.     For    six    years. 

19 — Q.     How  long  do  Congressmen  serve? 

A.     For   two   years. 

20 — Q.  Who  makes  the  Congresional  Dis- 
tricts? 

A.  They  are  made  by  Congress,  giving 
each  State  as  many  Congressmen  at  its  pop- 
ulation entitles  it,  and  the  Congressional 
Districts  are  then  fixed  by  the  Legislature  of 
the  State. 

21 — Q.  How  many  Congressmen  are 
there? 

A.  435,  one  for  about  every  211,000  in- 
habitants. 

22 — Q.  After  Congress  passes  a  law,  what 
is  necessary  for  it  to  go  into  efect? 

A.  The  President  must  either  sign  the 
law  or  if  he  does  not  sign  it,  it  becomes  a 
law  ten  days  after  its  passage,  if  Congress  is 
still  in  session,  unless  the  President  in  the 
meantime   should  veto  it. 

23 — Q.  What  is  meant  by  the  President 
vetoing  a  bill? 

A.  Under  the  Constitution,  after  Con- 
gress passes  a  law,  the  President  can  either 
approve  it  or  disapprove  it,  and  this  disap- 
proval is  called  a  veto.  The  law  cannot  then 
go  into  effect  if  the  President  should  veto  it 
unless  the  law  is  passed  over  his  veto  by  a 
two-thirds  vote   of  both  houses  of   Congress. 

24 — Q.  Who  elects  the  President  and  in 
what  manner? 

A.  The  President  is  elected  indirectly  by 
the  people,  as  follows:  Every  four  years 
there  are  elected  in  each  State  according  to 
the  population  of  the  State.  Presideritial  elec- 
tors, and  these  electors  from  all  of  the 
States  vote  for  a  President  and  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent. The  man  receiving  the  largest  number 
of   votes   for   President   is   elected   President, 


and  the  same  in  the  case  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent. The  people  do  not  vote  directly  for 
President.  These  electors  are  men  who  are 
nominated  by  the  various  political  parties  to 
be  elected  as  electors,  and  although  they  are 
not  required  by  law  to  vote  for  any  particu- 
lar man,  yet  as  they  are  nominated  by  dif- 
ferent political  parties,  they  always  vote  for 
the  man  who  has  been  nominated  for  Presi- 
dent by  their  political  party. 

25 — Q.  For  how  long  is  the  President 
elected,   and   what  are   his   duties? 

A.  The  President  is  elected  for  four 
years,  and  is  eligible  for  re-election.  He  i-3 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Army  and  Navy, 
and  it  is  his  principal  duty  to  see  that  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States 
are  enforced.  With  the  consent  of  the  Sen- 
ate, he  appoints  all  the  United  States  Judges, 
foreign  Ambasadors  Secretaries  of  Depart- 
ments (called  his  Cabinet)  and  Commis- 
sions all  officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy.  He 
performs  such  other  duties  as  are  imposed 
upon  him  by  Congress. 

26 — Q.  How  is  the  Vice-President 
elected? 

A.  He  is  elected  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  President. 

27 — Q.  What  are  the  duties  of  the  Vice- 
President? 

A.  He  presides  over  the  Senate,  and  in 
case  of  the  death  of  the  President,  he  be- 
comes  President. 

28 — Q.  What  is  the  Judicial  Branch  of 
the  Government? 

A.    It  consists  of  the  United  States  Courts. 

29 — 0.     What    are    these? 

A.  They  consist  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  and  of  such  inferior 
Courts  as  Congress  may  constitute, 

30 — 0.  What  is  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States?      ? 

A.  It  consists  of  one  Chief  Justice  and 
eight   Associate   Justices,   who   are   appointed 


by  the  President  with  the  approval  of  the 
United  States  Senate,  and  the  Supreme 
Court  has  power  to  decide  whether  laws 
passed  by  Congress  are  in  accordance  with 
the  Constitution  or  not,  and  if  the  Supreme 
Court  decides  that  the  laws  passed  by  Con- 
gress are  unconstitutional,  then  such  laws 
have  no  effect. 

31 — Q.  What  other  United  States  Courts 
are  there  besides  the  Supreme  Court? 

A.  D:strict  Courts,  Circuit  Courts  and 
Circuit  Courts  of  Appeal  between  the  Cir- 
cuit Courts  and  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court,  and  the  Judges  of  these  Courts  are 
appointed  by  the  President  with  the  advice  of 
the  Senate,  and  are  generally  known  as  Fed- 
eral Judges. 

32 — Q.  Does  Congress  make  the  laws  for 
the  States? 

A.  It  does  only  in  such  cases  as  are  al- 
lowed by  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  but  each  State  has  a  Legislature 
which  is  modeled  for  each  State  like  Con- 
gress is  modeled  for  the  United  States. 

33 — Q.  What  are  the  Legislatures  of  the 
various   States? 

A.  The  Legislature  of  each  State  consists 
of  the  State  Senate  and  an  asembly.  Each 
State  is  divided,  according  to  the  laws  of 
the  State,  into  a  certain  number  of  Senator- 
ial •  Districts  and  Assembly  Districts,  and 
the  State  Senators  and  Assemblymen  who 
are  members  of  these  two  branches  of  the 
Legislature,  are  elected  directly  by  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State. 

34- — Q.  For  what  term  are  the  State  Sen- 
ators and  Assemblymen  elected?      ? 

A.  The  State  Senators  are  elected  for 
four  years  and  the  Assemblymen  for  two 
years. 

35 — Q.  Into  how  many  branches  are 
State   governments   divided? 

A.  Into  the  same  number  of  branches  as 
the  United  States  Government  is  divided,  the 


Executive  or  Governor,  the  Legislative  or 
the  State  Legislature,  and  the  Judicial  or 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  and  such 
other  inferior  courts  as  the  Legislature  may 
constitute. 

36 — Q.     How  is  the  Governor  elected? 

A.  The  Governor  of  a  State  is  elected  by 
the  votes  of  the  people. 

37 — Q.      Do  States  have  Constitutions? 

A.  Yes.  Each  State  has  a  Constitution 
of  its  own,  but  not  conflicting  with  the 
Constitution    of   the    United    States. 

38 — Q.  What  are  the  duties  of  the  Gov- 
ernor? 

A,  His  duties  are  to  see  that  the  laws  of 
the  State  are  enforced,  and  he  has  the  right 
to  veto  any  law  that  is  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature, If  he  vetoes  the  laws  passed  by  the 
Legislature,  they  must  be  re-enacted  by  a 
two-thirds  majority  of  both  houses  of  the 
Legislature  to  go  into  effect.  He  is  Com- 
mander-in-Chief   of    the    State    Militia. 

39_Q.      What  is  INITIATIVE? 

A.  In  most  States,  the  voters  can  sign  a 
petition  in  favor  of  a  law,  file  the  petition 
with  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  and 
the  proposed  law  is  placed  on  the  ballot  at 
the  next  election.  If  a  majority  of  the  vot- 
ers then  vote  for  the  proposed  law  it  becomes 
a  law. 

40— Q.     What  is  REFERENDUM? 

A.  When  the  Legislature  of  a  State  sub- 
mits a  proposed  law  to  the  voters  or  the  vot- 
ers file  a  petition  to  have  the  law  submitted 
to  a  vote  of  the  people  before  it  can  become 
effective.  The  voters  at  the  next  election  can 
then   either  vote  to   adopt  it  or  reject  it. 

41_Q.     What  is  the  RECALL? 

A.  The  right  of  the  voters  to  dismiss,  at 
an  election  called  for  that  purpose,  a  person 
holding  a  public  office. 

42 — Q.     How  is  this  done? 

A.     Registered   voters,   in   sufficient  num- 


ber,  sign  a  petition  to  recall  an  office  holder. 
Unless  the  office  holder  resigns  a  special 
election  is  called  and  if  a  majority  of  the 
voters  vote  to  recall  him,  the  office  holder  is 
dismissed  from  office.  At  the  same  election 
another  person  may  be  elected  to  the  office 
after  his  name  has  been  placed  on  the  ballot 
of  recall  by  petition.  If  the  person  thus 
nominated  receives  a  majority  of  votes  he 
is  elected  to  the  office,  while  the  holder  of 
the  office  is  dismissed.  The  percentage  of 
registered  voters  that  is  required  to  sign  a 
petition  to  recall  an  office  holder  varies  in 
different  States,  but  is  usually  15  per  cent. 
Not  all  States  have  laws  providing  for  Initia- 
tive, Referendum  and  Recall,  only  such  as 
have  these  provisions  in  their  State  Constitu- 
tions. No  such  laws  apply  to  persons  hold- 
ing office  under  the  Federal  (National) 
Government. 

43 — Q.  How  are  cities  governed  in  the 
United  States? 

A.  Some  are  governed  under  the  laws 
passed  by  the  Legislature,  or  by  Charter 
granted  to  the  Cities.  Some  cities  in  the 
United  States  are  governed  by  a  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council,  and  some  are  governed  by 
Commissioners. 

44 — Q.     How  are  these  elected? 

A.  By  the  votes  of  the  people  residing  in 
the  city. 

45 — Q.  Are  all  the  people  residing  in  a 
City,  County  or  State  allowed  to  vote? 

A.  No,  only  those  who  have  lived  in  a 
City,  County  or  State  for  the  time  required 
by  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  who  have 
registered  to  vote  as  required  by  the  laws  of 
the   State. 

46 — Q.     Into  what  are  States  divided? 

A.  Each  State  is  divided  into  the  num- 
be  of  Counties  convenient  for  its  local  gov- 
ernment. 


47 — Q.  Who  governs  in  the  various 
Counties? 

A.  The  general  local  rules  of  govern- 
ment in  each  County  are  called  Ordinances 
and  are  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
v^^ho  are  elected  by  the  people. 

48 — Q.     How  are  law^s  for  a  city  enacted? 

A.  The  City  Council  or  City  Commission- 
ers, as  the  case  may  be,  pass  the  laws  for  the 
City  that  are  in  acordance  with  its  Charter 
and  with  the  State  laws.  In  some  cities 
the  members  of  the  City  Council  are  called 
Councilmen  and  in  others  they  are  called 
Aldermen.  Some  cities  have  two  branches 
of  the  Council  called  the  Select  Council  and 
the  Common  Council  according  to  the  laws 
or   Charters  provided   for  such   Cities. 

49 — Q.  How  are  Charters  for  Cities  ob- 
tained? 

A.  As  a  rule  City  Charters  are  adopted 
by  a  vote  of  the  people  qualified  to  vote  in 
each  City,  and  are  then  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  State. 


The  writer,  a  veteran  of  the  World  War, 
while  in  the  service,  founded  among  the  serv- 
ice men,  the  Lincoln  Knights,  who  pledge 
their  loyal  support  to  their  government,  even 
to  weilding  the  metal  sword.

Then  he  only  obeyed  the  command 
of  his  Master,  who  said,  *'A11  they  that  take 
the  sword  shall  perish  with  the  sword."  Jesus 
said,  in  reference  to  wi^ong-doers:  "Think 
not  that  I  am  come  to  send  peace  on  earth, 
I  am  come  not  to  send  peace  but  a  sword." 


The  Bible  says  that  Jesus  at  times  looked  on 
wrong-doers  in  anger  and  said  hard  and  cut- 
ting words  to  them,  and  used  violent  means 
to  drive  them  from  the  temple. 

Lincoln  was  a  great  conqueror,  using  as  his 
chief  weapon  the  sword  of  the  spirit  which  is 
love  and  mercy,  and  the  metal  sword  only  as 
the  last  resort  in  defense  of  the  principles 
of  right.
